L. (Policy-2) 
dated 22-01-1987 and rules and rates as 
amended from time to time by the Deptt. 
of Official Language, Min. of Home 
Affairs, Govt, of India. 


II. Functions 

The functions of this Samiti will be to render 
advice to the Ministry of Coal and its subordinate 
officcs/companies as well as all its subsidiary 
companies according to the policies formulated by 
the Central Hindi Samiti and the Deptt. of Official 
Language relating to use of Hindi for official 
purpose, 

III. Tenure 

The term of Samiti will be ordinarily three 
years from the date of its constitution provided 
that : 

(i) A member of parliament nominated to the 
Samiti shall cease to be the member of the 
Samiti as soon as he ceases to be member of 
Parliament. 

(ii) Ex-offi;io member of the Samiti shall conti¬ 
nue to be members as long as they hold 
office by virtue of which they are the members 
of the Samiti. 

(iii) If a vacancy arises in the Samiti due to 
resignation, death etc. of a member, the 
member so appointed in that vacancy, shall 
hold office for the residual term of three 
years. 

IV, General 

(1) The Headquarters of the Samiti will be 
at New Delhi but it may hold its meetings
